To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Frinton  and  Vifalton  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of  Frinton  and 
Walton  for  the  year  1971 « The  Report  includes  that  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  same  period.  The  state 
of  Public  Health  in  the  District  remains  satisfactory  as  in 
the  previous  year. 

The  birth  rate  for  1971  has  slightly  decreased,  but 
the  death  rate  has  increased  and  is  somewhat  above  the 
national  level  of  11.6  per  thousand.  The  local  figures 
however  fluctuate  quite  widely  from  year  to  year. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  remains  lori,  but 
there  have  been  more  cases  of  measles  following  the  usual 
biennial  pattern.  There  v/ere  no  cases  of  food  poisoning. 

Consideration  of  the  table  giving  the  causes  of  death 
indicate  the  usual  preponderance  of  diseases  associated  with 
heart  failure  and  degenerative  vascular  conditions.  There 
has  been  an  increase  in  cases  of  cancer  and  eighteen  deaths 
were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung. 

The  number  of  children  attending  the  County  Clinics 
for  immunisation  was  well  maintained  and  details  are  shown 
elsev/here  in  the  Report, 

The  water  supply  remains  satisfacto]:y  and  the 
consumption  was  decreased  this  year  v/hich  is  a change  from  the 
usual  trend.  A full  accoimt  is  shovm  elsev;here  in  the  Report 
including  details  of  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses. 

Mr,  Wigley  commenced  duties  as  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  on  1st  November,  1971  to  replace  Mr,  M.  J.  King  who 
took  up  an  appointment  with  Clacton  Urban  District  Co\mcil  on 
27th  July,  1971  after  tv;o  years  valuable  service.  I would 
like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Council,  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  and  Cfficers  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation 
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and  support  during  the  year,  and  to  the  Staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  liiy  thanks  for  their  excellent  work. 

Unification  of  the  tripartite  National  Health  Service 
that  is  to  say  the  Hospital,  General  Practitioners  and  Public 
Health  Services  will  take  place  on  1st  April,  1974 • This 
\mification  will  be  in  some  wa,ys  an  even  more  fundamental 
change  than  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  in 
1948*  The  Kimter  Committee  was  established  to  review  the 
function  of  medical  administrators  in  the  ne\;  Health  Service, 
and  also  to  devise  an  educational  programme,  both  undergraduate 
and  vocationa.1,  for  medical  administration.  The  services  for 
v;hich  the  nev/  Area  Health  Authorities  will  be  responsible  are; 
(a)  The  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services  (at  present  the 
Hospital  lylanageraent  Committee)  (b)  The  Community  Health 
Services  (at  present  the  Local  Health  Authorities)  that  is, 
ambulance  services,  general  health  of  the  community,  family 
planning,  health  clinics,  health  visitors,  home  nursing  and 
midwifery,  maternity  and  child  welfare  and  prevention  of 
illness  - care  and  after  care,  including  health  education,  (c) 
The  Family  Practitioner  Services o Responsibilities  for 
comrounity  hygiene  and  infectious  disease  control  will  remain 
vdth  the  Local  Government  District  Authorities  who  v;ill  have 
their  o\m  medical  adviser,  namely  the  district  community 
physician  whose  appointment  will  be  of  similar  status  to  that 
of  consultant.  He  will  associate  with  his  clinical 
colleagues,  that  is  the  General  Practitioners  to  enable  them 
to  fulfil  their  responsibilities  more  effectively,,  He  will  be 
a member  of  the  district  management  team  which  will  be 
responsible  to  the  Area  Health  Authority  and  \/ill  advise  on  all 
health  matters  in  connexion  with  environraent  hygiene  and 
infectious  disease  control.  At  the  Royal  Health  Society 
Conference  on  27th  July,  1972  the  main  topic  was  the  need  to 
bring  together  the  field  v/orkers  and  academics  of  community 
medicine  and  possible  moans  for  improving  the  services  that 
will  be  available  to  the  public  when  the  reorganization  takes 
place  in  1974*  It  is  important  tha,t  the  practitioners  of 
community  medicine  should  recognize  that  the  only  purpose  of 
the  health  services  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community. 

The  recent  publication  by  the  Government  of  the  White  Paper 
announcing  proposals  for  the  reorganization  of  the  Health 
Services  in  1974  will,  it  is  hoped,  do  much  to  allay  some  of 
the  fears  expressed  at  the  Conference.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  water  supplied  to  the 
Urban  District  was  obtained  from  the  Dedham  Pumping  Station  of 
the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company,  with  some  assistance 
from  the  Company's  subsidiary  sources  at  Lawford,  Stratford 
St.  Mary  and  Higham, 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  Frinton  and 
Walton  district  in  the  12  months  ended  31st  December,  1971 > 
amounted  to  228,586  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
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consumption  of  0.626  million  gallons,  with  a peak  of  0.882 
million  gallons  per  day. 

The  total  quantity  taken  for  domestic  purposes  during 
the  year  was  193.788  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  0.531  million  gallons.  The  total  amount  taken 
through  trade  meters  was  34*798  million  gallons,  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  0.095  million  gallons. 

The  total  number  of  connections  (domestic  and  trade) 
made  in  the  year  to  the  Company's  mains  in  the  Urban  District, 
amounted  to  244. 

Approximately  958  yards  of  new  mains  of  4"  and  6" 
diameter  have  been  laid  in  the  Frinton  and  Walton  district 
during  the  year.

REMARKS 

These  samples  are  practically  clear  and  bright  in 
appearance,  have  a reaction  on  the  alkaline  side  of 
neutrality  and  are  free  from  metals  apart  from  a minute  trace 
of  iron.  The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  its  hardness  and 
its  content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  in  solution 
are  not  excessive.  It  conforms  to  the  highest  standard  of 
organic  quality  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  indicative  of  a water  which  is  pure 
and  wholesome  in  character  and  suitable  for  public  supply 
purposes. 

All  samples  were  analysed  by  the  Counties  Public 
Health  Laboratories, 


By  arrangement  with  the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks 
Company  under  the  provisions  of  the  Water  Act,  1945 > the  mains 
water  was  extended  in  Pork  Lane,  Great  Holland  to  enable 
cottages  in  the  area  to  be  serviced  with  a supply  of  wholesome 
water.  This  action  by  the  Council  followed  long  standing  and 
persistent  pollution  of  private  well  water  supplies,  which  it 
was  not  possible  to  restore  to  satisfactory  bacteriological 
condition  by  well  cleansing  and  water  chlorination  measures. 

The  Department  of  the  Environment  and  the  Essex  County 
Council  agreed  to  make  annual  contributions  towards  the 
Council’s  expenses  in  respect  of  the  scheme,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Acts, 

1944/65. 
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Treatment  of  the  source,  and  distribution  pipes,  of 
the  Kirby-le-Soken  Private  Yfeter  Supply  v/as  undertaken  by  the 
Council  following  contamination  of  the  water  as  ascertained  by 
routine  samples  when  it  was  found  that  the  water  collecting 
point  cover  had  been  removed,  probably  by  vandals,  exposing 
the  supply  to  pollution.  Following  a period  of  well  cleansing 
and  chlorination,  the  supply  v/as  restored  to  its  normal 
satisfactory  bacteriological  quality.

Modern 
sanitation,  main  drainage  and  mains  water  supplie  s are 
provided  at  each  Site,  all  of  which  are  licensed  for  summer 
holiday  purposes  only.  The  smaller  sites  need  the  minimum  of 
supervision.  Sites  have  all  the  sanitary  and  other 
facilities  required  by  licence  conditions,  and  miscellaneous 
additions  and  improvements  are  carried  out  each  year.  During 
1971 > informal  action  secured  the  replacement  of  defective 
caravan  hardstandings , improvements  to  sanitary  and  ablution 
blocks  including  the  re-building  of  one  structure,  provision 
of  additional  hot  water  supplies  to  basins,  baths  and  showers, 
and  the  re-surfacing  of  site  access  paths.

The  sevrage  disposal  works  at  Walton-on-the-Naze  and 
the  various  nev/  sev/ers  and  piunping  stations  are  working 
satisfactorily.  A new  sewer  was  laid  in  Elm  Tree  Avenue  and 
this  has  allowed  several  existing  properties  to  be  connected 
to  the  sewerage  system.  The  use  of  some  14  domestic  drainage 
cesspits  v;as  discontinued  during  the  year,  following  the 
connection  of  house  drainage  systems  to  new  sewers. 

BATHING  POOLS 


The  tv/o  privately  owned  out-door  mains  v/ater  bathing 
pools  continued  to  be  operated  satisfactorily,  the 
bacteriological  condition  of  the  waters  being  maintained  at  a 
high  standard  throughout  the  year  as  confirmed  by  Laboratory 
reports  upon  samples  sent  for  examination  from  time  to  time. 
Routine  residual  chlorine  tests  are  made  regularly. 

The  bathing  pools  are  located  at  the  Martello  Caravan 
Site,  Walton-on-the-Haze  and  Frinton  Lairvn  Tennis  Club. 
Continuous  circulation  of  the  water  is  arranged  at  the  foimor 
pool,  and  at  five  hourly  intervals  at  the  latter  pool. 
Purification  is  carried  out  by  filtration  and  chlorination  at 
both  bathing  pools. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  number  of  public  conveniences  in  the  area  remains 
at  17,  with  provision  for  100  toilets  and  54  wash-hand  basins 
for  females,  and  51  toilets,  101  urinal  standings  and  45  wash- 
hand  basins  for  males.  Free  hand-washing  facilities  for  both 
sexes  are  provided  in  all  toilet  blocks.  The  use  of 
conveniences  in  several  blocks  is  vTithout  charge,  and  in  cases 
where  a charge  has  been  retained  a free  toilet  is  made 
available.

COUNCIL  DWELLINGS 


Pour  blocks  of  two-storey  Flats,  containing  8 one- 
bedroom,  and  8 two-bedroom  units  for  housing  elderly  persons, 
were  completed  and  occupied  on  the  Bemerton  Housing  Estate  at 
Kirby  Cross,  during  the  early  part  of  1971*  A-n  emergency 
bell-call  system  is  installed,  connected  with  a part-time 
vVarden  who  occupies  one  of  the  new  Flats. 

This  development  brought  the  stock  of  Council  dwellings 

to  395.

Arrangements  were  in  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year  for 
the  repair,  improvement  and  modernization  of  52  of  the  older 
type  Council  houses.  It  is  expected  the.t  v/ork  will  be 
commenced  and  largely  conpleted  during  1972. 


The  under-occupation  of  Council  houses  remains  a 
problem.  Every  effort  is  made  to  re-house  in  smaller  units, 
elderly  tenants  residing  in  three-bedroom  houses  and  during 
1971  eight  tenancy  transfers  v/ere  arranged.  There  is, 
however,  a general  reluctance  on  the  part  of  most  elderly 
tenants  to  move,  and  firmer  action  than  persuasion  may  be  found 
necessary  to  secure  tenancy  transfers.  56  three-bedroom 
houses  remained  under-occupied  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Spendells  House,  purpose-built  sheltered  housing 
provided  by  the  Council  in  Walton-on-the-Naze  for 
accoinmodating  elderly  persons  in  4 one-bedroom  and  26  bed- 
sitting room  Flats  under  Warden  supervision,  continues  to 
serve  a most  useful  purpose  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
residents. 

A similar  unit  with  roughly  similar  accommodation,  is 
proposed  in  Seville  Street,  Walton-on- the-Haze  and  scheme 
preparation  is  in  progress  by  the  Council. 


The  Council  continued,  on  behalf  of  the  Greater  London 
Council,  to  manage  housing  units  for  elderly  tenants  in  Garden 
Road,  Rochford  Way,  Stewards  Close,  Clays  Road  and  Thorns 
Close  in  Walton-on-the-Naze.  A further  40  units  were 
provided  and  occupied  during  1971 > making  a total  of  74  GLC 
two-bedroom  bungalows  under  local  management  involving 
maintenance,  rent  collection  and  the  welfare  of  tenants. 

HOUSING  WAITING  LISTS 

Luring  1971 » l8  families  on  the  Tenancy  V/aiting  Lists 
were  re-housed  in  three-bedroom  dv/ellings,  11  families  in  two- 
bedroom  Flats  and  Bungalows,  11  applicants  in  one-bedroom 
Flats  and  7 applicants  in  bed-sitting  room  Flats.  Eight 
tenancy  transfers  were  arranged  to  relieve  the  under-occupation 
of  three-bedroom  houses,  which  were  subsequently  re-allocated 
to  family  applicants. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  on  the  YiTaiting  Lists 
l6l  applicants  for  Council  small  dwellings  and  69  applicants 
for  Council  houses. 


REITT  ACT.  1965 

Two  complaints  were  received,  and  investigated,  of 
landlords  attempting  by  interference  with  tenants,  to  secure 
possession  of  their  houses  other  than  by  Court  Order.  Both 
cases  y/ere  resolved  following  action  by  the  Council. 

OLL  PEOPLE WELFARE 


In  connection  with  the  development  of  services  for 
the  elderly  under  the  provisions  of  the  Health  Services  and 
Public  Health  Act,  I968,  the  Social  Services  Lepartment  of  the 
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County  Council  introduced  during  the  year  a register  of  local 
persons  considered  to  be  at  risk.  The  Register  was  compiled 
by  referrals  from  local  sources,  including  the  Council,  and 
involves  persons  who  have  no  relatives  or  local  contacts  and 
those  who  are  housebound  or  left  alone  for  long  periods  5 and 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  local  voluntary  workers  to 
establish,  by  regular  visits,  contact  with  the  elderly  persons 
listed  and  to  pass  their  needs  to  the  Social  Services 
Department.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


A regular  vreekly  domestic  refuse  collection  service 
was  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  work  is  undertaken 
by  direct  laboixr,  and  three  modern  rear-loading  collection 
vehicles  are  employed,  supplemented  by  an  additional  vehicle 
during  the  holiday  season  v/hen  special  refuse  collections, 
mainly  as  a paid  service,  are  introduced  at  hotels, 
restaurants  and  caravan  sites.  An  estimated  38,700  cubic 
yards  of  refuse  were  removed. 

One  old  collection  vehicle  is  nearing  the  end  of  its 
serviceable  and  economical  life  and  a new  and  larger  vehicle 
has  been  placed  on  order  for  delivery  in  September,  1972. 

The  refuse  collection  service  v/as  investigated  by  a 
Work  Study  Unit  during  the  year,  and  the  investigations 
revealed  that  the  existing  arrangements  and  methods  employed 
by  the  Council  in  the  collection,  remove.l  and  disposal  of 
refuse  v/ere  satisfactory  and  p rmitted  little  if  any  scope 
for  achieving  increased  productivity.  Certain  recommendations 
put  forward  by  the  Work  Study  Unit  v/ere  considered  by  the 
Council  to  be  impracticable  in  application  and  wore  rejected. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  semi- 
controlled  tipping  on  low-lying  marsh  land  at  Kirby-le-Sokon. 
The  Site  is  available  at  all  times  to  local  householders  for 
the  free  disposal  of  reject  furniture  and  household  equipment 
and  other  materials  v/hich  cannot  be  collected  by  the  refuse 
collectors.  Builders,  contractors  and  land  developers  make 
frequent  and  considera,ble  use  of  the  Site  for  the  disposal  of 
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rejects.  Suitable  covering  material  is  in  very  short  supply 
and  it  is  necessary  to  use  for  the  purpose  burnt  out  inert 
refuse  excavated  from  the  Site. 

The  Refuse  Site  was  merged  into  a single  land  unit 
during  the  year,  by  the  diversion  and  strai^tening  of  the 
Kirby  Stream  which  formerly  separated  the  Site  into  two  land 
units,  and  the  infilling  of  an  abandoned  section  of  the  Stream. 

STREET  SCAVENGING
